HE 2oth of laft Month we receiv’d 
Advice by an Exprefs, that M. de 
Barriere Governour of Feneftrelles, ha- 
ving caus’d the Powder that was 
there to be diftributed to feveral Paris 
of the Place, (probably becaufe he had no Maga- 
zine that was Proof againft Bombs,) the Royal 
Grenadoes thrown in by the Befiegers fet part of it 
on Fire the 27th in the Evening ; And the 28th in 
the Morning a Bomb fell into the Governour’s Quar- 
ter, and blew it up, together with the Kdagazine of 
Arms and all the Powder Bombs and Grenadoes 
that were in it. The 31ft at 9 in the Morning Fe- 
neftrelles Surrender’d to the Duke of Savoy: 
The Garrifon are Prifoners of War, and the 3d 
Inftant were brought hither; in Number about 
100 Officers, who were on Horfeback, bur all 
difarm’d except 2, 200 Catalonian Migneleis, and 
about 500 French Soldiers, who were toliow’d by 
their Wives and Children with their Baggage : 
The Officers are fent to Afti, and the Soldiers will 
befenrto divers other Towns. In Feneftrelles were 
found 46 Cannon, 4 Mortars, 24 Chefts of Buiiets, 
a Million Weight of Powder, and 600 Sscks of Corn, 
befides much Equipage. The Marfhal de Villars 
who had lain encamp’d at Puys, broke up from 
thence the 1ft of this Month and march’d to cover 
Briancon. "Tis yet uncertain what our Duke will 
undertake next : Some fay he is coming hither, and 
that the foreign Minifters will come with him. Be- 
fore the Marquifs de Prie goes to Rome, he will 
come to confer with our Duke upon the Bufi- 
nefs he goes about to that Court.

Vienna, Aug. 25. The Count ce thierheim is 
atriv’d here, being fent by the Duke of Hanover to 
reprefent to the Emperour, thar h: has not only been 
unable to pafs the Rhive and attack the Enemy, as 
he had been pur in Hopes for 3 Months together be 
fhould be enabled to do, but is in’ no Con- 
dition to fet about any Enterprize, becaufe very few 
of the Members of the Empire have paid their 
Goniingeuts of the Million of Crowns which it 
had been refolv’d thould be furnith’d ; Therefore he 
defir’d his Insperial Majefty to approve that he 
fhould retire to his own Dominions, and leave to 
fome ore of the Generals the Care of commanding 
the Army.

Several Minifters bave had Con- 
fereaces {ome Days paft, in Count Ortingen’s Gar- 
dens, on divers Affairs, and particularly on a Mef- 
fage brought by the Count de Thierheim from the 
Eleor of Hanover, and what Meafures to take to 
induce that Blector to hold the Gommand of the 
Army of the Empire, his EleGtoral Highnefs being.

Vence and Dauphine. It has been refolv’d, that the 
egiment of Hanover fhall be fent from Hungary 
to the Rhine ; aad an earenft Reprefentation wlll be 
made to the Elector of Hanover, that this Court arc 
extremely fatisfied with bis Condudt, and that they 
defire him to continue at the Head of the Army of 
the Empire, to fupprefs his Difcontent and Uneas- 
nefsthat-he cannot act offenfively with it, and to 
Confider that in the prefent Jundture of Affairs ‘tis 
fufficient Glory with fo {mall a Force to fecure the

Spires, Sept. 16. Yefte:day 5 Regiments of Horfe 
pafs’d the Rhine at Philipsburg, and have joyn’d the 
Body under the Count de la Tour, which now 
confifts of 50 Squadrons.

perour and from the Diet at Ratisbon. Our fretheft 
Advices from landers, are, that the Duke of Bur- 
gundy defign'd to divide his Army, to cut off all 
Sabfiftance and Convoys from the Enemy, and fo 
to ftarve them 5 the rather becaufe the Martha! de 
Boufflers had acqusinted him over and over, that he

My Lord Duke has receiv’d Ad- 
vice, that Major General Murray is arsiv’d at Brut 
fels with 4 Bastallions from Flanders: Six Squa- 
drons of Imperial; Horfe and Hnflars, which were 
coming from Germany to joyn Prince Eugene's Ar- 
my, have likewife ftop'd at Broffsls, asd are to o- 
bey the Orders of Lieutenant General Pafcal Go- 
vernour of that Place. We have an Account alfo, 
thar the Count de la Mothe, baving repals’d the Den- 
der with his Detachment, is march’d back to Ghent.

Andrew 
aud Magdslen, are defended by two Hornworks 
which are almoit ruin’d Ly our Batteries ; and in 
the Miidie thoie Hornwoiks lies a Te- 
naille ; behind that Tenaille is 2 ima!l Ravelin 
which 1s que beaten down, and bebind chac Rave- 
lin ftil! is a Siuyce which at prefent keeps up 6 Foot 
Water in the Duch. Our Men are now lodg’d 
on the Angles of the Counterfcarp at the Right and 
Left Attack, over againft the 2 Hornworks ; and in 
the Middie we btave by Sarpi-g penetrated to rhe 
Ditch of the Tenaille, which Witch is half fiil'd. 
We fhall foon give an Affaulr on that Tenaille, and 
doubr noc co carry it eafily with the Ravelin bebind 
it; which done ihe Sluyce will be in our Power, 
and by it we fhall drain par: of the Warer out of 
the Dirch, in order to the general Storm, which 
may be given 5 cr 6 Daysbence. The Beheged 
filup ibe Breaches from time to time with large 
‘fimber and Kubdifh, which we beat down agen 
with our Cannon.
